U. S. Must Yield or Dissolve

Geneva, June 27.—The Japanese del- 
egation to the tripartite naval arma- 
ment conference here already has re- 
ceived instructions from the home gov- 
ernment at Tokyo permitting it to sup- 
port the British demands which in- 
sist’ on discussing a reduction in the 
size and gunpower of capital ships and 
airplane carriers, and increasing their 
length of life, the correspondent is re- 
liably informed late tonight. 
Admiral Saito and: Viscount Ishii 
are holding “up the announcement of 
the receipt of théSe cabled instructions 
on account of having announced only 
this afternoon that they favor Eng- 
land’s proposals on the grounds of 
economy to the taxpayers. 

The consensus is that Japan swung 
over to back up the London admiralty’s 
proposal after driving a bargain with 
Great. Britain on three points: 


To Act in- Common in China. 


First—Japan and Great Britain will 
act in common in China, thereby end- 
ing the open-door policy, with the 
United States powerless to interfere. 
Great Britain’s break with*Russia be- 
cause of the bolshevik fomentation 
among the Chinese nationalists, and 
Japan’s sanctioning of Marshal Chang 
Tso-lin’s northern army,, prepared the 
line-up for their common action. 

Second—Great Britain will support 
Japan’s demands for practically an 
equal ratio for cruisers with the 
United States, thereby giving Tokyo 
sufficient light craft for operations. 
throughout the Far Eastern waters. 
Great Britain, through claims for spe- 
cial considerations, expects a prepon- 
derance of cruisers. 

Third, Japan will accept the British 
construction of the Singapore base 


|without objection in 1931 in exchange 


for England’s support when it protests 
against the United States establishing 
ah important base in Hawaii. 


U. 8S. Fleet Operations Blocked. 


The American naval experts point out 
that the United States already was 
prevented from undertaking fleet op- 
erations in the west Pacific because 
a battle fleet can operate but one-third 
the distance of its cruising radius. The 
United States cruising radius of 5,200 
miles thus limits it to 1,700 miles for 
combat operations. 

It is 4,000 miles from Hawaii to 
Japan, and 2,100 miles from California 
to Hawaii. 

Guam and the Philippines are 1,400 
miles from Japan, but these bases were 
abandoned by Washington in 1921.

May Admit 
Italian Votes 


Five-Power Conference Might Break Threatened U. S.- 
British Deadlock—Real Plan of English 
Held to Be Still Undisclosed. 


By ALBERT W. FOX. 

In view of the looming deadlock be- 
tween Great Britain and the United 
States over vital questions at the Ge- 
neva naval conference, there is a possi- 
bility of France and Italy taking steps 
4o participate officially in the confer- 
ence and thereby tranform jit into a 
five-power parley between the same na- 
tions which were signatories to the 
Washington Naval Limitations Confer- 
ence in 1921-22. 

Secretary of State Kellogg has had no 
Official word from Hugh 8S. Gibson, 
head of the American delegation, re- 
specting the increased interest which 
the French and Italian governments are 
taking in the. preceedings. But Italy 
has an observer and France has a so- 
called informer at the conference, and 
word has come unofficially from Ge- 
neva that these two powers may be 
asked to participate in-a five-power 
conference in the hope of breaking the 
threatened deadlock between Great 
Britain and the United States. 

Mr. Gibson again and again has 
called attention to the absence of 
France and Italy in justifying Ameri- 
ca’s contention that the questions set- 
tled at the Washington Conference can 
not be reopened by the three powers. 


This contention has been used effec- 
tively against Britain’s propoeal to dis- 
cuss limitations on capital ships and 
alterations in the Washington agree- 
ment respecting the right to build 
cruisers up to 10,000 tons displacement 
and carrying guns of 8-inch maximum 
caliber. 

Another point made by Mr. Gibson is 
that changes in the provisions of the 
Washington pact can not be made in 
any event before 1931 and that there 
is nothing to be gained by discussing 
them now. The American delegation re- 
lies on Article XXI of the Washington 
Treaty, the latter part of which is as 
follows: 

“In view of possible technical and 
scientific developments, the United 
States, after consultation with the 
other contracting powers, shall arrange 
for a conference of all the contracting 
powers, which shall convene as soon as 
possible after the expiration of. eight 
years from the coming into force of 
the present treaty to consider what 
changes, if any, in the treaty may be 
necessary to meet such developments.” 

It appears to be conceded now that

Los Angeles, June 27 (By A. P.).— 
Indictments against three of the most 
prominent bankers in Los Angeles in 
connection with the investigation of 
the overissue of stock of the Julian 
Petroleum Corporation were returned 
in Superior Court here today. 

The-indicted bankers are Charles F. 
Stern, president of the Pacific South- 
west Trust and Savings Bank; John E. 
Barber, president of the First Securi- 
ties Company and vice president of the 
Pacific Southwest, and Motley H. Flint, 
executive vice president of the Pacific 
Southwest Trust and Savings Bank and 
Postmaster of Los Angeles. 

Stern and Barber are charged with 
felonies—three counts of embezzlement 
and another count of accepting a bank- 
er’s bonus. Flint, now said to be in 
Philadelphia, is charged with usury. 

Louis B. Mayer, vice president and 
general manager of the Metro-Goldwyr- 
Mayer Production Corporation, one of 
the leading film producing companies, 
also was charged with the misdemeanor 
of usury in other indictments. 

The usury indictments were based on 
information furnished the grand jury 
by the city prosecutor’s office, which 
for several weeks has been investigating 
alleged exorbitant interest rates charged 
for short-time loans in Julian pools. 
These poojs are credited with having 
been the principal agent in undermin- 
ing the big oil concern and are said to 
have involved $100,000,000, on which 
usurious interest of more than $12,000,- 
000 was collected.

Commander Richard E. Byrd and his 
three-man crew spent part of the day 
at the hangar and the runway where 
the trimotored plane is poised for 
flight, but shook their heads in dis- 
couragement -when they heard the 
weather man’s report. 

“There won’t be any take-off tomor- 
row morning,” Byrd said. “The way 
the winds are now they’d cost us 10 
miles an hour all the way to New- 
foundland and 15 miles an hour across 
the ocean, and the low pressure trough 
that runs from Newfoundland south to 
the steamer lanes forms an effective 
barrier.” 

There was excitement among the 
spectators this morning when T. H. 
Kinkade, Wright motor expert, started 
the plane’s engines. This action was 
taken to indicate that a surprise hop- 
off had been decided on and every one 
on the field ran to the ropes lining the 
runway. But Kinkade was merely tun- 
ing up the motor. After running each 
one for ten minutes he ordered them 
hooded again with the paulins that 
protect them from rain. 

Porter Adams, president of the Na- 
tional Aeronautical Association, who 
had been here since Thursday to seal 
the plane’s barograph just before the 
take-off, left for Washington by plane 
this afternoon. He plans to return 
here by train tomorrow. 

Captains of all liners docking at New 
York today reported wunseasonable 
weather, bearing out the Weather Bu- 
reau’s reports. 

The ships’ logs showed that if Byrd 
had not heeded the advice of the 
Weather Bureau against flying during 
the past week he would have run into 
hail, fog and winds which would have 
placed his plane in grave danger.

Army and Civilian Planes 
Waiting at Oakland for 
the Take-Off. 


NAVY FLIER SPEEDS 
PLANS AT HONOLULU 


Fine Weather Is Fosecast for ° 
the Hop From U. S.; Food 
Is Placed Aboard. 


Oakland, Calif., June 27 (By A. P.). 
Two planes here and one in Honolulu 
were reported ready tonight to hop off 
within the next few hours on nonstop 
flights over the Pacific between San 
Francisco and Honolulu. 

The giant trimotored Army Fokker 
and a smaller civilian monoplane here 
were expected to take the air from Oak- 
land’s municipal airport early tomor- 
row for flights westward over the Pacific 
toward the Hawalian Islands. 

Reports received from Honolulu stated 
that the specially constructed runway 
on the “barking sands” near Mana, on 
the Island of Kauai, was completed for 
the take-off of the third plane, piloted 
by Richard Grace, who plans to wing 
eastward toward the American conti- 
nent at an early undetermined hour. 


Final Inspection by Patrick. 


Following an official inspection by 
Maj. Gen. Mason Patrick of the plane 
to be flown by Lieuts. Lester J. Mait- 
land and Albert Hegenberger, Assistant 
Secretary Davison of the War Depart- 
ment announced in Washington that 
the Army plane was ready and, weather 
permitting, the start was planned for 
tomorrow morning. 

The civilian monoplane, to be piloted 
by Ernest L. Smith, with Charles H. 
Carter, of Los Angeles, as navigator, 
was given its final tests late this after- 
noon. These tests over, there wag 
nothing to hindér the plane from tak- 
ing off as soon as the weather man pro- 
nounced the pathway clear. The Gove. 
ernment forecaster said today that con- 
ditions were “exceptionally favorable” 
for fliers hopping off from the California 
coast, but not so favorable for flight 
in the other direction. 

It was deemed possible that Grace 
might be delayed a few hours after the 
time the local fliers anticipated start- 
ing. Grace was awaiting the arrival 
aboard the liner Maui of a new pro- 
peller. The ship is due to reach the 
islands tomorrow. 


Provisions Stored Aboard. 


Provisions were stored aboard the 
Army plane late today. An airplane 
from Crissy Field arrived at the Oak- 
land airport with filled water bags, 
packages of concentrated foods and 
cushions with which to make the long 
hours as comfortable as possible for 
the filers. 

Reports that Gen. Patrick, chief of 
the Army Air Corps, might accompany 
the Army fliers on their record-aespir- 
ing hop were declared “without 
foundation” by the War Department 
today. Gen. Patrick, however, gave 
newspaper men no such assurance 
himself. When asked if he intended 
going, he replied that he would be on 
the field when the plane was ready to 
start and would announce his inten- 
tions in “ample time.” 

While the Smith plane was being 
tuned and tested today the Army Fok- 
ker landed here from Crissy Field. A 
camp was establiseed next to that of 
the civilian airmen, and with arrival ef 
truckloads of equipment, mechanics 
and tents, the airport hummed with 
unprecedented activity. 


Army Planes Buzz Around. 


Scarcely fifteen minutes passed dur- 
ing the day without the arrival of 
Army service planes from the Presidio. 
Officers with orders, messages and me- 
chanics with additional equipment were 
arriving soon to depart on new mig- 
sions. 

Roads leading to the airport guided 
thousands of spectators to the field. 

Despite the fact that it was a week- 
day, the camps were surrounded early 
by ever-increasing crowds. | 

J. W. Maitland, father of the Army 
flier, arrived at the field from his home 
in Burlingame. His son had already 
departed for Crissy Field. When ve 
read the Associated Press dispatch from 
Washington stating that the hop-off 
probably would be tomorrow morning, 
the elder Maitland said that, judging 
from discussion with his son of gen- 
eral flight plans, he expected that the 
Army piane would take off about 7 a. 
m. and strike favorable trade winds 
about 500 miles off the coast. He. said 
he and Mrs. Maitland would witness 
the take-off. 


Fueling to Begin at Night. 


Maitland and Hegenberger were to 
get a few hours’ sleep tonight at Crissy 
Field quarters, arising shortly after 
midnight to prepare themselves for the 
flight. Fueling of the Army plane was 
expected to begin late tonight. Lieut. 
Maitland declared today it would take 
about five hours to pour into the tanks 
the 1,040 gallons of gasoline to be car- 
ri:d on the flight. This done, every- 
thing would be ready. |

Alternatives were offered the school 
board. They were invited to return to 
the Commissioners two school budgets, 
one totaling $13,000,000 and %500,000 
larger. The school estimates as laid 
before the Commissioners called for 
appropriation of $15,811,243. The Com- 
missioners will decide, after seeing 
them, which of the two new budgets 
they will recommend to the Bureau 
of Budget, along with the other Dis- 
trict estimates. 

This action of the Commissioners was 
in line with the recommendation of 
the Citizens Advisory Council, which 


| suggested that the $15,800,000 be cut to 
Sergt.

$13,197,308. The council asked that 
$564,000 be slashed from an item of 
$1,122,527 for repairs and improvements 
to school buildings and grounds. 

Dr. Frank W. Ballou, superintendent 
of schools, explained both to the coun- 
cH and the Commissioners that this 
item was to cover all betterments de- 
manded last year by the fire marshal 
and the Health Department to make 
the schools safe as to fire hazard and 
sanitation.

Two Sessions Air Charges! J. Hartley Manners’ Delight- 
Against Dr. A. E. Barrows; | ful Comedy Goes Over Big 


Another Today. 


ALL PLEDGED TO SECRECY 


Six men, opposed to the continuance 
of the Rev. Alfred E. Barrows, D. D., as 
pastor of the Eastern Presbyterian 
Church, gave testimony at the session 
last night of the judicial commission 
of the Washington Presbytery, which 
is conducting the trial of the pastor. 
Dr. Barrows is accused of conduct un- 
becoming a minister. 

The commission held two meetings 
on the trial’s opening day behind 
close doors in the New York Avenue 
Presbyterian Church. The first meet- 
ing convened at 4:30 o’clock and con- 
tinued until 6:30 o’clock and the sec- 
ond session began shortly after 7 
o’clock and continued until 10 o’clock. 

The Rev. Wallace Radcliffe, chair- 
man of the commission, is conducting 
the trial in strict secrecy. Each wit- 
ness is pledged to silence. Other than 
stating that a short meeting would be 
held today, the chairman refused to 
discuss the sessions. 

Dr. Barrows, it was. learned last 
night, stood trial before officers of the 
church four years ago on charges simi- 
lar to the present ones. He has been 
pastor of the Eastern Church for the 
past fourteen years and was employed in 
evangelistic work prior to his pastorate. 

The commission was appointed at a 
meeting of the presbytery June 13. The 
Rev. Radcliffe is chairman and other 
members are the Rev. J. H. Hol- 
lister, the Rev. W. A. Eisenberg, the Rev. 
J. H. Miers, Elder Chester R. Smith, 
Elder W. Spencer Armstrong and Elder 
Walter H. Handy. The decision of the 
commission will be final, according to 
the power granted by the presbytery, 
ruling body of the church. 

Alfred E. Calvert, 411 Eleventh street 
northeast, former ruling officer of the 
Eastern Church, who is looked upon 
as the leader of the opposition to Dr. 
Barrows, has a statement signed by 
eighteen church officers and members 
which declares they witnessed Dr, Bar- 
rows admit the charges against him 
on two occasions. Both Mr: Calvert 
and Dr. Barrows were in attendance at 
the sessions. — 

When Dr. Radcliffe accepted the ap- 
pointment of chairman of the commis- 
sion he declared the meetings would be 
held in secrecy and “will not be spread 
all through the newspapers.” He made 
good his declaration and declared the 
only news of the commission’s work 
would be given at the conclusion of the 
investigation. 

The dissension in the congregation 
came to a head May 26, when a street 
altercation followed a meeting of the 
church members to consider request- 
ing Dr. Barrows’ resignation. Mr. Cal- 
vert was beaten and two weeks later 
two men, alleged to have assaulted 
him, were fined in Police Court. Dr. 
Barrows returned to the pulpit June 
5 after a three-month vacation and 
was given an ovation. On June 13 
the dissension was reported to the 
presbytery.

STAGE SETTING A GEM 


What has come to be a stage classic, 
“Peg o’ My Heart,” is back in Washing- 
ton where, after New York, it first tasted 
the sweets of success, almost twenty 
years ago in what was then the 
Lafayette Theater, now the Belasco. 
This time the J. Hartley Manners com- 
edy is in the hands of the National 
Theater Players, with Leona Powers 
chaperoning Michael. 

Though so many summers, and the 
rumblings of a World War have gone 
over Peg’s head, today she is the same 
willful, wistful, wasp of a gir-rl she was 


years ago when first she came like a 
breath from heaven into and from the 
comedy of Manners; with no manners, 
at all, at all. 

“Peg o’ My Heart” will never die. The 
man Manners builded better than he 
knew; for he took here the essence of 
most emotions people like to see enacted 
on stage and set them up in a rollicking 
good comedy of contrast, conflict, and 
convention, with a tom-boy turned 
loose on the lot. Over and above it all 
he threw in a lot of fine Irish humor, 
and wit, and a bit of pathos in Peg’s 
devotion to her ne’er-do-well father, a 
character that never appears, but whose 
presence permeates the whole play. 

Leona Powers makes a likeable Peg; 
a fine Peg, in fact,a satisfying portrayal 
of a role that has come to be sacred 
in the memories of many theatergoers. 

Throughout the casting, Clifford 
Brooke has kept to his standards—so 
that the contributing characters hold 
true to type and life. 

Old timers will recall that the story 
of Peg hinges around that young lady's 
advent into Regal: Villa, the stately 
home of the Chichesters in Searboro, 
England; Peg, a native of Ireland, ar- 
riving by way of New York where her 
derelict father relinquished her into 
the custody of an uncle about to de- 
part this world; an uncle who wanted 
to see the little waif raised a lady, 

To furnish the contrast, all the in- 
genuity of Billy Phelps, and Mrs. Hib- 
bard, and Lorraine Bernard combined, 
is brought to bear, and things are 
made perfectly miserable for Peg—but 
a delight to the first night audience 
who took the little stranger to their 
hearts; though Peg is no stranger, un- 
less it be to the younger generation. 

J. Glynn Macfarlane is cast as Peg’s 
only friend in a world without friends, 
as the titled Jerry, who falls in love 
with the minx. Charles Hampden ‘s 
the lawyer in the case. Romaine Cal- 
lander is content with a neo-bad man 
of Merry Old England, Percy Wintet 
and Dorothy Tierney are, respectively, 
manservant and maid. An excellent 
cast, this, for the revival of a three- 
act comedy in a class by itself. There 
is only one “Peg o’ My Heart.”

MEETING TODAY TO GIVE

‘Permission for Temporary 


Use of Bolling Field Is 
Expected. 


A 93-acre tract of land in. Ariington 
County, Va., was suggested yesterday as 
a site for a municipal airport for Wash- 
ington. The land is northwest of Balls- 
ton and is about four and one-half 
miles from the Lincoln Memorial. 

The site was proposed for use as an 
airport in a telegram sent by the Arl- 
ington County Chamber of Commerce 
to Lieut. Col. Ulysses S. Grant 3d, 
executive officer of the National Capi- 
tal Park and Planning Commission. 

Col, Grant turned the telegram over 
to Maj. W. E. R. Covell, Assistant Engi« 
neer Commissioner, who has been dl- 
rected by the District Commissioners 
to recommend an airport site. 

It was said here that there was very 
little chance of the Arlington County 
site receiving serious consideration, be- 
cause it is not located near water. A 
modern airport, it was explained, must 
be able to take care of both land planes 
and seaplanes. 


Temporary Site Likely. 


It seems certain now that the War 
Department will authorize the use of 
Bolling Field as a temporary stopping 
place for air mail planes coming here. 

Lieut. Donald Duke, chief of Army 
airways, who is cooperating with Maj. 
Covell in choosing a site, had a con- 
ference yesterday with Assistant Sec- 
retary of War F. Trubee Davison in re+ 
gard to. the use of Bolling Field. 

Mr. Davison, it is understood, agreed 
to authorize the use of Bolling Field, 
provided that the District gave abso- 
lute assurance that it would establish 
eventually a permanent municipal air- 
port of its own. 

The movement for a municipal air- 
port is expected to gain much momen- 
tum after the luncheon to be held at 
12:30 o’clock today in the City Club. 
Final plans for the luncheon were 
drawn yesterday at a meeting of the 
special airport committee of 4he Wash- 
ington Chamber of Commerce. 


Business Necessary.

$1,500,000 SOUGHT

Held Vital to Pupils 


Schoolroom temperatures are often 
dangérous to health, Mrs. Ethel M.

CLOUDS HIDE COMET 


Has. Added. Million Miles to 
Distance Traveled Since 
Sunday

right to sit in the House of Lords. He 


gave as his reason the new situation 
created by the government’s§ an- 
nounced intention to re-form the con- 
stitution of the Lords within the next 
two years. 

Lord Astor’s bill was to have been 
read for the second time today, and 
Lord Birkenhead was to have moved 
its rejection. Under the circumstances, 
however, Lord Astor was granted 
“leave” to withdraw it. 


In announcing his bill in February, 
Lord Astor declared that the House of

“The House of Lords,” he said, “is 
regarded as a sort of male sanctuary 
and not as an assembly making laws 
for 40,000,000 people, of whom more 
than half are women, but rather as a 
golf: club with an exclusive member-

His bill would have enabled four- 
teen peeresses in their own right to 
sit in the Lords.. Under the govern- 
ment’s proposed reform a large num- 
ber of the members of the House of 
Lords are to be chosen by election 
from within their own ranks.

This interesting revela- 
tion was made in the House of Com- 
mons tonight by the British chancellor 
of the exchequer, Winston Churchill. 
“We shall thus have, for the first time 
in this intimate manner,” commented 
Mr. Churchill, “the highest financial 
authorities of Germany, France, Great 
Britain and the United States in amica- 
ble consultation and cooperation. I 
do not doubt that problems of currency, 
gold standards and gold reserves will be 
illuminated by the discussions.” 

Chancellor Churchill's disclosures fol- 
lowed a demand by labor and con- 
servative financial experts for the ap- 
pointment of a currency inquiry com- 
mittee on the lines recently suggested 
by the British banker, Reginald Mc- 
Kenna. The latter and his supporters 
were impressed by the American sys- 
tem of a minimum of 40 per cent gold 
backing for notes operated through the 
Federal Reserve Bank. Mr. Churchill 
declared tonight, however, that the 
British system of a gold standard has 
been successful enough to warrant a 
prolonged trial, claiming that the 
British system is one of stability and 
flexibility. 

He then added later that he had no 
warrant to say what result might be 
expected from the New York conference 
of the banking chiefs. 

London financial experts tonight are 
connecting the meeting in New York 
with the fact that the Bank of France 
recently operated largely in gold in 
London, sometimes to the discomfort 
of the money market, and are curious 
as to the use the Bank of France in- 
tends to make of the heavy balance it 
is now holding in London and New 
York. It is generally believed also that 
the stabilization of the franc and 
measures necessary to maintain it will 
be a subject of the New York con- 
sultations.

NEW TYPE PLANE PAODES 
TEST AFTER EARLIER FALL 


Comanche Ship Makes 275 
Miles an Hour, Loops, Rolls 
and Side-Slips. 


WINGS OF ODD DESIGN 


Vindicating the performance of an 
earlier model, which crumpled up in 
midair and was abandoned by its pilot 
for a parachute leap, the Commanche, 
a new departure in airplane wing de- 
sign, made its preliminary test flight 
at the Naval Air Station yesterday 
afternoon. 


Officers of the Navy flight test sec- 
tion expressed satisfaction with the 
plane, which. was, built at the factory 
of the Eberhart Airplane Manufactur- 
ing Co., Buffalo, N. Y., as was its ill- 
fated predecessor. It will be accepted 
for test by naval fliers after calcula- 
tions are made of its wind resistance 
and stresses. 

The craft, a biplane of the pursuit 
type, is of unique construction, the 
lower wings being smaller than the 
upper and attached to the fuselage at 
an angle, whereas the upper wings are 
in direct line. This feature gives the 
pilot unobstructed view of the ground 
in landing. 

The test flier, George E. Pond, a for- 
mer Navy flier, attached to the air sta- 
tion, kept the plane aloft for more than 
an hour, diving at a speed of 275 miles 
per hour. looping, banking. side slip- 
ping and rolling, as required by naval 
regulations before a Navy test can be 
made. 

Cleburne Eberhart, president of the 
company which made the plane, was 
jubilant over the performance. “There 
may be a flock of these planes around 
here before long,” he said. Several 
weeks ago Eberhart stood on the same 
field and watched a plane submitted 
for approval by his company, when it 
“folded up” and its pilot.jumped for 
his life. At that time. when officers 
at the station were summoning appa- 
ratus to recover the wrecked plane, he 
countermanded the order, saying, 
“Never mind the ship, let’s be thankful 
that the pilot is saved.” The ship. 
costing more than $50,000, was never 
salvaged.

Geneva, Switzerland, June 27 (By A. 
P.).—Suddenly taking on a new angle, 
the tripartite naval conference was 
faced by a new situation tonight when 
the Japanese delegation, with consider- 
able solemnity, announced that since 
the British proposal to discuss capital 
ships appeared to possess the merit of 
promising diminished naval expendi- 
ture, the delegation had cabled to 
Tokyo asking for new instructions. 

Virtually the entire Japanese delega- 
tion, headed by ..:dmiral Saito, cere- 
moniously filed into the hall where 
the newspaper men had been requested 
to meet them. After the distribution 
of a long statement touching on Ja- 
pan’s general attitude in the confer- 
ence, Viscount Ishil, former foreign 
minister, in addition to explaining the 
statement in the above sense, declared 
in answer to a question concerning the 
probability of a three-power security 
pact that so far as Japan was concerned 
there was no idea of proposing any 
security treaty.

Issue Could Be Forced. 


Great Britain could, therefore, claim 
that her national security required a 
meeting of the signatory powers. This 
would force the issue in .the sense that 
the United States and other signatories 
could not deny the British plea for a 
conference to reconsider the Washing- 
ton Treaty provisions. Thus, the intima- 
tion that the present thfee-power con- 
ference may be abandoned in pursuante 
of a plan to call a five-power confer- 
ence is being given due attention. 

Secretary Kellogg was asked about 
the reports concerning a new five-power 
conference, but declined yesterday to 
discuss the matter. Officials here, how- 
ever, said in reply to this suggestion 
that both France and Italy had been 
invited to participate in the present 
conference and that there was no rea- 
son now why they could not arrange 
to ‘participate. This, it was pointed 


out, would simply accomplish the pur- 
pose of a new five-power conference 
without loss of time and without inter- 
fering with the negotiations now pend- 
ing between the three powers. 

Reports relative to a possible if not 
probable month’s postponement of the 
present conference, in order that there 
may be an opportunity for harmonizing 
the British and American viewpoints 
have been noted by Secretary Kellogg, 
but the State Department here will 
make no comment. 


Plan Held Undisclosed. 


The consensus is that if the British 
are going to follow an unyielding atti- 
tude on the matter of capital ships and 
on the question of reopening the 
Washington Conference, there will be no 
more chance of harmony after a month 
or even after a year than there is at 
present. In other words, the Ameri- 
can and British viewpoints absolutely 
are incompatible on this point, 

There is a well-founded belief here, 
however, that the real British plan 
has not yet been disclosed and that 
W. C. Bridgeman, first lord of the Brit- 
ish admiralty, is using the capital ship 
question as an advance smoke-screen to 
enable the British to later make their 
final drive for a large and superior 
crulser program. The British could 
yield reluctantly on the capital ship 
matter, it is pointed out, and then ex- 
péct their real purposes to stand a bet- 
ter chance. The next few days will 
clarify the atmosphere respecting the 
real British purpose, it is indicated in 
Official circles here, Meanwhile all ef- 
forts.made to persuade France and Italy 
to send delegations to the conference 
wil be most heartily welcomed by the 
Government of the United States.

As there had been a distinct impres- 
sion in official circles here that Japan 
might propose a perpetual pease pact 
with the United States, Ishii’s dis- 
claimer tonight may mean that the 
Japanese definitely have abandoned any 
idea of taking the initiative, or it may 
be interpreted in the sense that Tokyo 
has no plan for venturing into a three- 
power peace pact with the United States 
and Great Britain together. 

- Tonight's developments give the con- 
ference a more critical aspect, because 
the American and British delegations 
are still wide apart on the question of 
reopening the Washington treaty. 
Should Japan decide to throw in her 
lot with Great Britain, the Arherican 
dGelegation’s position becomes incipas- 
ingly difficult. 

The first reaction in American cir- 
cles to this development was that the 
Washington accord could not be treat- 
ed at Geneva except in some form of a 
protocol resolution linking Geneva’s

Ambassador Hugh Gibson today 
pointed out that prematurely reducing 
the size of capital ships here does not 
affect the taxpayers’ burden for arma- 
ments, ac the Washington treaty ex- 
pressly provides that no further battle- 
ships are to be laid down until after the 
treaty has been extended at the con- 
ference scheduled for 1931. 

“Nobody can expend money on build- 
ing until then, so the economic situa- 
tion does not arise,” said Mr. Gibson. 

Japan gains almost commensurately 
with Great Britain in increasing the 
life of ships, while insuring America 
only a rather aged Navy with 13-inch 
guns or against 16-inch guns. 
Japan’s big ships are from three 
to sixteen years old, Great Britain’s one 
to thirteen years, and the United 
States’ six to nineteen years.

Paris, June 27 (By A. P.).—Many of

M, Sarraut, minister of the interior, 
whose name was used by the “king’s 
henchmen” Saturday in ordering Direc- 
tor Catry of Sante Prison to turn loose 
his distinguished guests, conferred with 
the police prefect, M. Chiappe, and 
the head of the detective forces today. 
It was decided that Daudet must be 
arrested not only quickly, but as qulet- 
ly as possible. 

The last time the police set out to 
arrest him there were several hundred 
of them, together with a few dozen 
firemen, plenty of hose, ladders, axes 
and other paraphernalia. M. Daudet 
surrendered before they attempted to 
take his L’Action Francaise building by 
assault. Within the building were 
1,200 Royalists, seemingly eager for a 
fight. 

Long Term Predicted. 


When the uniformed servants of the 
republic get the Royalist leader behind 
the bars again—if ever they do—he is 
likely to stay there for a considerable 
time. It had been the government’s 
intention to give him his liberty on 
July 14, after he had served one month 
of the five to which he had been sen- 
tenced, but it was known that the 
cabinet had chaged its mind about this 
since Daudet’s bright young men made 
the government look a little ridiculous.

“They 
work so well that in the ministries 
communication can be obtained even 
with persons who are not there.” 


Situation Is Ridiculous. 


The Figaro declares the government 
has been placed in a ridiculous situa- 
tion. 

Daudet’s editorial appeared in his 
usual column in L’Action Francaise 
this morning. It was a rehash of what 
he has written innumerable times in 


the last few years—an accusation 
against high police officials whom he 
charges with plotting the assassination 
of his son. 

Managing Director Pujo, of L’Action 
Francaise, said today that M. Daudet 
was in touch with everything concern- 
ing his casé, He would not surrender, 
but would “wait patiently” tuntil he 
was found and arrested. .

tunately during this hot spell the en- 
tire countryside could not get into it. 

But shortly after the President left 
the executive offices today cooling 
breezes blew in and the Commercial 
Club vowed that the hot spell would 
never come again.

Mrs. Coolidge, an enthusiastic hiker 
almost daily both here and in Wash- 
ington takes long walks, but this was 
the first time she had ventured over 
the mountain trails near here, If Mr.

tion, a Democratic prohibition candidate will 


be put into the field, in order to split the party. 


That seems to be the plan announced by 
Wayne B. Wheeler. 

The ukase of the Antisaloon League leader 
brings that body into a new field of action. 
Heretofore it has been content to work in 
smaller political units. Mayors, State legis- 
lators and members of Congress have been 
under its domination, but it has not yet at- 
tempted either to make or break a President. 

It remains to be seen whether the Demo- 
cratic party will accept the dictatorship of the 
league. There can be no middie ground. The 
league’s threat to smash the party, if it should 
nominate Gov. Al Smith or any other wet, must 
be successful. Otherwise some of those who 
now snap attention when Mr. Wheeler 
cracks the whip will reassert their independ- 
ence. 

It is far easier to talk of independent can- 
didacies than make them bear fruit. Prohi- 
bition leaders in other days wondered at their 
inability to get converts to the polls in behalf 
of a national prohibition ticket. The dry 
leaders, no doubt, feel that there are more 
propitious circumstances working in their be- 
half next year. They are confident that they 
will be able to capitalize all of the intolerant 
forces that are looking for some plausible 
excuse to knife the New York governor. 

But there are elements that will work 
against this program. The spoils that follow 
national political victory are great. It may be 
true, as the league believes, that “party col- 
lars are lightly worn,” but not in a fight that 
involves thousands of lucrative offices. Dry 
leaders may find it hard to talk to men filled 
with the hope of returning to national place 
and power for the first time in eight years. 

The possibility exists, in addition, that the 
battle line which the drys would seek to draw 
within the Democratic party may not be limited 
to the party. There must still exist in a nation 
which was founded in opposition to autocracy 
a latent force which will fight any form of 
dictatorship. The call to scratch the ticket 
may be heard in other ranks than those to 
which the prohibitionists address theinselves, 
and result in a real muster of those srrayed

FONCK’S PLANS. 

While interest in transoceanic flying con- 
*‘nues to center in the imminent take-off of 
Commander Byrd, the plans of Capt. Rene 
Fonck, just made public, are well worth at- 
*ention. It will be remembered that Capt. 
Fonck, French war ace, attempted a trans- 
utlantic flisht last summer in a Sikorsky three- 
motored plane, carrying a crew of four men. 
The plane turned turtle on the take-off, caught 
fre, and burned to death two members of the 
crew. 

Between September 1 and 10, Capt. Fonck 
will try again, in another Sikorsky now under 
construction. Powered by but two engines, 
weighing only 21,000 pounds fully loaded, one- 
fourth lighter than last year’s ship, the plane 
will carry a crew of three besides the com- 
mander, two newspaper reporters and two 
other passengers. Both engines will be needed 
to support the plane when it is fully loaded. 
Since either engine will suffice by the time 
half the gasoline supply is exhausted, however, 
it would be possible in the event of a break- 
down for the plane to reach land, either by 
continuing ahead or by turning back, simply 
by dropping overboard part of the gasoline. 

- Not many weeks ago chief interest was cen- 
tered in getting a plane of any type whatsoever 
from New York to Paris. Lindbergh, flying 
alone, accomplished it. Chamberlin and Levine 
zkviiowed him. Byrd’s plane carries four men 
in all. Now it is proposed to carry eight indi- 
viduals, four of them passengers. Thus each 
flight brings nearer the day of regular inter- 
continental travel by. air.

field is granted only as a temporary expedient, 
and that the real task of gaining authority 
and an appropriation for the establishment of 
a permanent port still lies ahead. 

To this end every individual and every civic 
organization should lend its unqualified sup- 
port. Commercial development of the air- 
plane will be rapid from now on, and such 
communities as are not sufficiently farsighted 
to provide landing facilities will be left far in 
the rear. Although the immediate crisis now 
is passed, the big job must not be allowed to 
lag. Washington, if it wants to keep in step 
with progress, must hasten to provide for it- 
self a permanent airport. 


NO GOVERNMENT OPERATION, 


The War Department, in inquiring into the 


application of representatives of certain towns 
in Alabama, including Muscle Shoals City, for 
power from the Muscle Shoals plant, has dis- 


covered an interesting situation. Real estate 


development seems to be active in that com- 
munity, presumably in the expectation that the 
Muscle Shoals plant will build up a great in- 
dustrial center. 


The Muscle Shoals plant is under lease to 
the: Alabama Power Co., pending final disposi- 
tion of the plant by Congress. The company 
obtains about 100,000 horsepower from the 
plant, which it sells to all comers, under regu- 
lation of the Alabama Power Commission. Ap- 
parently the town of Muscle Shoals, consisting 
of a few houses at present, is demanding that 
power be furnished to it by the Government, 
direct from the plant. 

The power company’s lease is revocable on 
30 days’ notice, and no vested rights attach 
to the arrangement. : But if the Government 
should begin the practice of doling out power 
to Muscle Shoals City, other cities would be 
justified in demanding similar privileges, and 
after manufacturing plants had been estab- 
lished on the strength of the Government’s 
action, it might be extremely difficult for the 
Government to disentangle itself. The power 
company has other sources of power with which 
to meet its commitments, and in any event the 
Government is not bound by the existing lease 
beyond 30 days. 

If the application of Muscle Shoals City is a 
shrewd scheme to draw the United States :rto 
a system of Government operation of the Mus- 
cle Shoals plant it should be turned down. This 
operation would be followed inevitably by 
other demands for Government ownership and 
operation of power plants all over the country. 
Muscle Shoals is a white elephant as it stands; 
but what would become of the famous Treasury 
surplus if the Government should go into the 
power business? 


THE MEMORY OF HENRY VI. 


When the poet, Thomas Gray, in his “Ode 
on a Distant Prospect of Eton College,” 
penned his well-known lines— 

Ye distant spires, ye antique towers, 
That crown the watery. glade, 
Where grateful Science still adores 
Her Henry’s holy shade— 

he voiced a tradition that has been current 
in England for more than 450 years. Henry VI, 
the unfortunate Lancastrian or Red Rose King, 
was not only the founder of the famous Eton 
College but he was also reputed to have led a 
most exemplary life and to have died, as the 
phrase goes, in the odor of sanctity. Son of 
Henry V, the great warrior monarch, he was 
crowned King of France as well as King of 
England, but he was of too weak a character 
to be able to retain either throne in the face 
of foreign hostility and domestic opposition. 
Whether he was murdered by that Duke of 
Gloucester who was afterward King Richard 
IlI or died a natural death is one of the his- 
toric doubts which will probably never be 
cleared up. Defenders of Richard stoutly 
maintain that Henry died of grief on hearing 
of the defeat of his queen, Margaret, on the 
fatal field of Tewkesbury. 

On various occasions steps have been taken 
to have Henry’s name enrolled on the canon 
of recognized saints, but so far without effect. 
but in view of the record of his great antag- 
onist, Joan of Arc, his supporters have no 
reason to despair. In various ways the be- 
lievers in Hénry’s sanctity contrive to keep his 
name to the fore. 
Mary of Eton has just donated to the keeper 
of the Jewel House in the Tower of London 
and to his successors in that office a sum of 
money to place some white flowers on that 
spot in the Wakefield Tower where their 
‘“‘Royal Founder, King Henry VI, of holy mem- 
ory, is believed to have been kneeling at the 
close of his life here upon earth in the year of 
Our Lord, 1471.’’ 

In view of such manifestations of honor, 
there can be no doubt that the.memory of*the 
man whose life was so clouded and so fraught 
with disaster is being well served and that it 
will be kept fresh and green for future gen- 
erations. 


INCOME TAX. 


The report of the Internal Revenue Bureau 
on Federal income taxes for 1925 discloses 
many interesting and important facts, all 


bearing evidence of the prosperity of the coun- 
try, the increase in both individual and cor- 
porate incomes, the increase of income: tax 
receipts by the Treasury, and the large num- 
ber of taxpayers acknowledging net incomes in 
excess of $1,000,000. In 1925 there were 207 
taxpayers enjoying a net income of $1,000,000, 
whereas in 1924 there were only 75. 

One of the startling facts reported is that 
7 taxpayers reported net incomes each ex- 
ceeding $5,000,000—2 in New York, 2 in 
Michigan, 1 in Pennsylvania, 1 in Illinois and 
1 in Oklahoma. Nine reported net incomes of 
between $4,000,000 and $5,000,000; 15 be- 
tween $3,000,000 and $4,000,000; 29 between 
$2,000,000 and $3,000,000; 43 between $1,- 
500,000 and $2,000,000, and 104 received in- 
comes between $1,000,000 and $1,500,000. 
Eight women. reported individual incomes in 
excess of $1,000,000. 

One of the significant facts is that whereas 
personal income taxes were reduced, the taxes 
Individual income-tax payers 
paid more than $734,000,000 in 1925. - 


Corporations in 1925 had a gross income of 
more than | $113,692, 000,000, a net income of 
bai. than: mae toe. 000, and paid an se | 
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f about $7,586,652,000, and paid an income 
tax of $881,549,000, 

The tremendous growth of corporations and 
the large increase in income taxes paid to 
the Government is one of the outstanding 
features of American industrial prosperity. 
However, even greater prosperity might be 
enjoyed if the corporation income tax were 
reduced. 

When the matter of the burden of taxes is 
considered, it is not without significance that 
only about 4,171,000 out of the 110,000,000 
citizens of the United States paid any income 
tax at all in 1925; and in all probability even 
a less number will pay an income tax next 
year. Less than 4 per cent of the entire popu- 
lation of the United States pays an income tax. 
By far the largest part of the burden rests 
on about 1 per cent of the people. 


TEN-CENT BUS .FARE. 

The Public Utilities Commission has granted 
the Washington Rapid Transit Co. authority 
to charge a straight 10-cent fare instead of 
the present rate of 6 tokens for 50 cents. 
Application for authority to raise the fare has 
been fought bitterly. Begun last fall before 
the old commission, negotiations were halted 


abruptly when a technical legal barrier was 
raised questioning the company’s ownership. 
No attempt was made to remove this barrier 
until the new commission began functioning, 
and since then the company has been resold to 
a private individual. 

The commission granted the increase largely 
because the company was able to prove large 
operating losses, and only after an agreement 
had been reached with the owners that part 
of the increase would be utilized to improve 
service. Even with a 10-cent fare it will be 
necessary for the company to effect additional 
economies, for the engineer attached to the 
Public Utilities Commission testified during 
recent hearings that under present circum- 
stances it would require a 12%4-cent fare 
for the company to break even. 

It is regrettable that so high a fare rate is 
necessary to sustain the company. Neverthe- 
less, the public desires the convenience and 
comfort of bus travel, and undoubtedly will be 
willing to meet the slightly greater cost. It 
is up to the company to justify the higher 
fare. If it will make possible a truly first-rate 
service, such as the Capital is justified in 
demanding, there will be no just grounds for 
criticism or complaint. 


AN OLD LAW. 


An officer of the Army, even though he be 
on the retired list, may not take part in the 
suppression of riots in the State of his resi- 
dence while acting in the capacity of an offi- 
cer of the National Guard of that State, ac- 
cording to a ruling of Comptroller General 
McCarl. The same ruling applies to officers 
on the. active list of the Army who have been 
assigned to duty with the militia. The Comp- 
troller General holds that the act of 1878 
forbids the employment of any part of the 
United States Army as a posse comitatus. 

It would be difficult for the Comptroller 
General to show that the act of June 18, 1878, 
which he has invoked as the basis of his late 
ruling, was ever intended to deprive the Gov- 
ernor of a State from availing himself of the 
services of an officer of the regular Army in 
the time of riot. The act cited is the “‘posse 
comitatus clause of the Army bill’ of that 
year. It was incorporated in the Army appro- 
priation bill of 1878 following the seating of 
Rutherford B. Hayes as President. During the 
elections of 1876 the Army was freely used in 
guarding the polls of the Southern States. In 
those days, too, a deputy United States marshal 
was assigned to watch the balloting at every 
polling place throughout the entire country 
whenever an election for President or members 
of Congress was to be held. This interference, 
as it was called, was generally resented 
throughout the former Confederacy, as was 
the use of the Federal Army at the polling 
places, , 

Because of the bitterness that followed the 
decision of the Electoral Commission, which 
awarded the Presidency to the Republican can- 
didate, the ‘‘posse comitatus” clause was in- 
serted in the appropriation bill enacted in the 
‘long session” of the Congress that assembled 
in December, 1877. It is this clause which 
just half a century later is construed as for- 
bidding an officer holding a commission in the 
regular Army, and at the same time serving in 
the National Guard, from “taking part in the 
operations of National Guard troops to sup- 
press riots.”’ 


THIRD-DEGREE TORTURE. 


The existence of the “third degree” is well 
known to every one but police officers, who 
have been charged with using such methods 
to extract information from suspected crimi- 
nals. Any one whose business has brought 
him in contact with police practice knows that 
force is often applied and frequently abused. 
The refined cruelty of New York prohibition 
enforcement officers, described in a Federal 
court action as “Chinese torture,” surpasses 
any hitherto revealed procedure for forcing 
confessions. 

Testimony of the witness and the prohibi- 
tion officers does not tally, but the agreed 
statement of facts shows that the threat was 
made—the victim and a physician say it was 
carried out—to apply pressure to a suspect’s 
head until pain unlocked his lips. Accepting 
the statement of the enforcement officer. this 
is a new form of terrorism, whose very name 
and origin best describe its barbarity. 

It would take but little of the suggested 
form of torture to deprive a man of his men- 
tal faculties or cause death. There is nothing 
in the Prohibition act that gives to those en- 
trusted with its enforcement the power of life 
and death over suspected violators. Usurpers 
of any such authority ought not only be con- 
~demned but punished to the limit of the law.

Ginger Ale Salad. 


1 cup ginger ale. 

1 tablespoon gelatin. 

1-3 cup of boiling water. 

2 tablespoons of suger. 

Juice of one lemon. 

Pinch of paprika. 

To the juice of the lemon add the 
sugar, and paprika and the gelatin 
dissolved in the ginger ale. When this 
begins to set fold in 1-3 cup chopped 
preserved ginger and a third cup finely 
cut fresh or canned pineapple. Pour in- 
to small chilled mbdlds. Serve with may- 
onnaise with whipped cream beaten in- 
to it in porportions of half whipped 
cream to a measure of mayonnaise. 

Serve . lettuce leaves with a sprink- 
ling of paprika or with a small strip of 
pimento across the top of the mound of 
jelly. 


Date Bread. 

1% cups of flour. 

1% cups of graham flour. 

3 teaspoons baking powder. 

1 teaspoon salt. 

1 package dates stoned and cut fine. 

Milk to moisten (about 1% cups.) 

Mix dry materials and add dates and 
then the milk. Mix well and bake in 
a buttered bread pan for about 45 
minutes in a slow oven. 


Cheese Croquettes. 

2 eggs. 

1% cups finely chopped American 
cheese. 

2 tablespoons butter. 

2 tablespoons flour. 

2-3 cup of milk. 

1 teaspoon salt and pepper to taste. 

Make a thick sauce and fold in the 
whites of the eggs well beaten. Add 
the cheese and mix well. As soon as 
the cheese begins to soften (the mix- 
ture should be in a double boiler over 
the fire) take from the fire, continuing 
to stir the mixture without ceasing. 
Pour into a shallow buttered pan and 
when the mixture has cooled—is cold 
rather—form into balls. Dip in egg 


yolks that have been well beaten and. 


then roll in bread crumbs. Fry in deep 
fat. To be served with a salad. 

This recipe is suitable for refresh- 
ments in that it may be made ready 
in the morning and the croquettes fried 
and placed, when cold, on an alumi- 
num plate and set aside. Just before 
serving place the croquettes in the oven 
and heat thoroughly. A bit of cream 
sauce may be served with this dish 
to advantage, although it is not 
necessary. 


Small Orange Cakes. 


' 1-3 cup of butter. 

¥% cup of sugar. 

Yolks of two eggs. 

¥% cup of milk. 

1% cups of flour. 

2 teaspoons baking powder. 

Y% teaspoon salt. 

¥% orange, juice and rind. 

Whites of two eggs 

Cream the butter, adding the sugar 
gradually. Beat both well together. 
Beat the yolks of the eggs into the 
mixture. Sift flour, salt and baking 
powder into the mixture alternately 
with the milk. Flavor with the orange

juice and rind. Fold in the beaten 
whites of the eggs last of all and make 
in a set of very small muffin tins or in 
a sheet and cut into desired, shapes. 


»| Ice with the following orange icing. 


Orange and Banana Ice. 


Peel four bananas and force them 
through a sieve. Squeeze the juice of 
a like number of oranges and one 
lemon. Dissolve a cup of granulated 
sugar in three and a half cups of water 
and add the pulp of the bananas and 
the fruit juices. Turn into a freezer 
and pack with ice and salt in the usual 
manner. Freeze until quite stiff and 
serve as dessert. This is a really de- 
licious ice. ‘ 

Orange Icing. 

Melt one-half of a square of butter 
and add powdered sugar to the butter 
until it has formed a semisolid mass. 
Add a bit of hot water or cream to 
soften the mass, Just a very little—pos- 
sibly a half tablespoon in quantity, and 
add the juice and rind of a half orange. 
Spread over cakes and allow to harden 
before serving. 


This will, I think, help you with 
your present need, Mrs. P., and if we 
may help again we shall indeed be de- 
lighted to do so. The nuts, you will 
doubtless remember, may be prepared 
at home very easily. Buy pecans that 
are shelled, but not saited, and add to 
them enough salad oil to slightly 
moisten them. Place them in a slow 
oven and let them remain for about 
twenty minutes. Remove them, turn 
them onto a thick piece of brown paper, 
and salt them freely. When cold they 
are ready for use—crisp and delicious. 


A friend has asked for the recipe 
for lobster chops, which she thinks we 
printed recently in. the column. We 
find that quite recently we published 
a recipe for this dish, and hasten to give 
it herewith. 


Lobster Chops. 

(Lobster chops may be made with 
fresh or canned lobster, and if the 
fresh product is used it must equal in 
quantity the amount found in a can 
of lobster. We shall base this recipe. 
on the canned variety, to simplify our 
description by cutting down our volume 
of words.) 

Cut the meat from a can of lobster 
into small pieces and add to it a tea- 
spoon of salt, one of mustard (dry), 
and a bit of cayenne pepper. Add next 
to this mixture a cup of hot white 
sauce—that is, thick white sauce that 
has been made with a generous amount 
of butter. After the sauce has been 
added to the lobster and cooled some- 


of three eggs. Turn on to the platter 
and when cold enough to handle shape 
this material into little chop-shaped 
patties—dip in egg and crumbs and 
fry in deep fat. Drain on a brown 
paper and serve piping hot garnished 
with parsley.

40 to 49 years, 50 to 59 years, 60 to 79 
years, and 80 years and over. 

For the purpose of this article I have 
consolidated these ten into three sub- 
groups—to wit: Under 30; 20 to 60. and 
60 and over. 

In the twenty years the death rate 
from heart diseases increased from 
126.7 to 191.6 (averages of five years). 
Using the 126.7, the average for 1906- 
1910, as basis, and rating it 1, the last 
average in the group has a rating of 
1.51, or an increase of a little over 50 
per cent. ’ 

During the 20-year period the death 
rate from heart disease among persons 
under 20 years of age increased 18 per 
cent. In persons 20 to 60 years of age 
it increased 20 per cent. In persons 60 
years old and over it increased 154 per 
cent. Therefore, in Chicago, as well as 
in England, and everywhere else for 
that matter, much the greatest portion 
of the increase in fatal heart disease 
is among old men and women. In the 
main they, and we as society, are pay- 
ing the penalty for what happened dur- 
ing the Civil War, and in what some 
one has called, I think I remember, 
“That Awful Decade”—meaning 1871 to 
1880. 


We are having a slight increase in 
heart disease among children and 
young adults. These figures show 18 
per cent. Just why this is we do not 
know. Maybe it is because we are not 
sufficiently interested in sore throat, 
tonsilitis, rheumatism, growing pains 
and chorea. All of these are either 
forms or rheumatism or else they are 
close kinsmen to rheumatism. In turn 
rheumatism, in all of its forms, is the 
great cause of heart disease, Most of.us 
are not very much interested in the 
rheumatic pains and minor sore throats 
of children.

Within that period 
the Washington Club will have en- 
countered the Philadelphia Athletics 
and the New York Yankees, the two 
teams that must be beaten before any 
club can fight its way to the top. 
The Washington Team engages the 
Athletics in a four-game series at 
Washington, starting Wednesday, and 
then will invade New York for a series 
with the Yankees. These two engage- 
ments, will, in a measure, determine 
the ultimate status of Washington. 
Decisive defeats for Washington 
might increase the gap between Bucky 
Harris’ club and the two leaders so 
much that only a sensational recovery 
in the later games would again place 
Washington within reach of first place. 


Manager Harris entertains no il- 
lusions that his club is the best 
in the league, but he is confident 
that the team is ready to make 
its bid. In meeting Philadelphia 
and New York at this time of the 
season he realizes the importance 
of the outcome and has his team 
primed for the sternest opposition. 


Especially anxious, is Harris to beat 
the Yankees. There is little love lost 
between the Washington manager and 
Miller Huggins, and victory over the 
Yankees would be sweet tonic for Har- 
ris. Incidents in the most recent Wash- 
ington-New York series in Washington 
have not served to lessen the enmity 
between the two, and neither Harris 
nor Huggins are inclined to care. 

It was in one of the games in Wash- 
ington recently that Huggins, irked by 
the impending defeat of the Yankees, 
took up a position on the coaching 
lines for the first time this season. 
Aided by his own brilliant playing in 
the field, Harris was leading his team 
to victory when in the late innings 
Huggins emerged from the dugout and 
taking up a position near third base 
directed a verbal broadside at Harris 
that he calculated might unsteady the 
Washington manager. 


With his team in the lead, Har- 
ris was content to let the fiery 
little New York manager rave, but 
he heard enough to convince him 
that Huggins was mad. At one 
period, when Harris was debating 
the advisability of changing pitch- 
ers, Huggins saw fit to shout, “Aw, 
shut up; Tris Speaker is running 
the team and not you.” 


Washington won the game, and in 
the ninth inning Harris was the vic- 
tor in a test of managerial wits with 
the midget Yankee pilot and saw fit 
to laugh after the game was over, but 
he couldn’t be expected to regard Hug- 
gins as one of his well wishers, and 
there is not likely to be any reconcilia- 
tion for a long while. 

It is the Philadelphia Club and not 
the Yankees that is causing Harris the 
most concern. Connie Mack’s team has 
been an obstacle in the path of Wash- 
ington since the start of the season, 
and in Walberg, Mack has a pitcher 
whom the Washington players had 
rather not bat against.

mainder of the series. He declared to- 
day that unless it was absolutely im- 
perative he would not use Alvin 
Crowder against Philadelphia. Crowder, 
who has turned in some fine perform- 
ances against the Western teams, has 
been a distinct failure against the Ath- 
letics and will be saved for the New 
York series.

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MOST RAILS ARE SOFT 


New York, June 27 (By the Associat- 
ed Press)—With the exception of a 
few miscellaneous issues, bonds de- 
veloped a heavy tendency in today’s 
market, a few rather sharp reactions 
cropping out in various sections of the 
list. Despite the sharp contraction of 
new offerings last week, high grade 
bonds were in meager demand, traders 
probably preferring to limit their com- 
mitments in anticipation of a tempo- 
rary tightening of the money market as 
banks prepare for the heavy call for 
funds to meet July payments to in- 
vestors. 


Some of the convertible issues were 


offered in relatively large volume, such 
recent favorites as Erie “D” 4s and 
international telephone 514s selling off 
sharply, the latter touching a new low 
for the year. White sewing machine 
6s dropped a point and a half. 

Railway mortgages generally were 
soft, the new Erie refunding 5s de- 
clining more than 3 points to a new 
low record following the dissolution of 
the syndicate which offered the 850.- 
000,000 issue a few weeks ago. Hudson 
& Manhattan 5s also sank to a new 
minimum, and most of the St. Paul 
liens lost part of last week's gain. 

Adams Express Collateral Trust 4s 
were among the few strong spots, ad- 
vancing 2 points to a new high of 94. 

Canadian and a few South American 
bonds gave a fair account of them- 
selves, but most of the foreign issues 
were fractionally lower. Further selling 
of French obligations was in evidence, 
and Mexican 5s, assented, dropped more 
than 2 points to 38%, a new low. 

Liberty second 414s again were active 
at slightly lower prices and heaviness 
characterized the Government list as a 
whole.

The American Telegraphone case, 
which shatters all local records for com- 
plications, amount of testimony and 
printed record, documentary evidence 
and exhibits, was decided yesterday by 
Justice Siddons in Equity Court in an 
opinion which holds Charles D. Rood, 86 


years old, president of the American 
Telegraphone Co. and Charles A. Bal- 
lard, secretary and treasurer, responsi- 
ble for the disaster which overtook the 
company. 

The company “Lion was a code- 
fen¢d--:. .« an injunction proceedings 
along with Rood, Ballard and other of- 
ficers and trustees, which were filed on 
March 20, 1920, is now in the hands 
of. W. W. Millan, Federal receiver and is 
involved in litigation at Springfield, 
Mass., its home office as weil as in 
Washington. 

The court does not assess any special 
amounts against either Rood or Ballard 
but refers the case to a special master 
for that purpose. The injunction sult 
was filed by the late Hugh P. O'Reilly, 
who with other stockholders, who were 
part of a group of 17,000 stockholders, 
claimed a total of $100,000,000 for the 
alleged mismanagement and negligence 
on the part of Rood, Ballard and oth- 
ers. Because of the method of reason- 
ing and calculation used by the plain- 
tiffs, it appeared to the defendants 
that the plaintiffs were demanding a 
total of $186,000,000 


Records Sound of Bubble. 


The telegraphone is a sound record- 
ing instrument, involving basic prin- 
ciples invented by a Danish scientist, 
Viadimir Poulsen. Demonstrations in 
court showed that it was almost 
human. It was so delicate in its opera- 
tion that it could record the sound of 
a bubble passing through water. Its 
promoters regarded it as a serious rival 
of telephone and telegraph companies 
when used in conjunction with the 
radio, as the instrument could, to a 
certain extent, take the place of the 
telephone girl and the telegraph opera- 
tor and the stenographer. 

It was marketed to a certain extent, 
but not enough machines were placed 
on sale to satisfy the complaining 
stockholders, who took the view that 
the telegraphone was, according to the 
testimony and inferences, being 
strangled because of the effect the sales 
would have upon the telephone, tele- 

aph and phonograph companies. 

» in particular, was charged with 
mismanagement in connection with the 
affairs of the Telegraphone Co., but 
the court found that the charge that 
he was inclined toward the American 
Telephone & Telegraph Co. as against 
his own concern, the American Tele- 
graphone Co., as not being proved to 
the extent that the court could add 
this charge to the charges of misman- 
agement and negligence in the written 
opinion. 

Referring to the charges of negli- 
gence and mismanagement, the opinion 
says that “It is established by the evi- 
dence that throughout the whole 
period of administration of the com- 
Moa ger by Rood there was a dis- 

—s principles of adminis- 
oral ae the court is of the 
opinion was inexcusable.” Rood was 
at one time president of Hamilton 
Watch Co., and that fact indicated to 
the mind of the court that he was no 
stranger to business administration. 


7,000 Pages of Testimony. 


_ Justice Siddons took the case under 
éedvisement on June 20, 1927, and 
thereafter he studied 7,000 pages of 
testimony, considered tons of exhibits 
and documentary evidence and the re- 
port of the auditor who had the case 
for almost four years. During the 
seven years this case has been in court 
almost one year has been occupied with 
testimony and arguments.

Suspicion of Connection.

Telegraph Company, the court says 
“the evidence at this point, at most, 
might engender suspicion that such a 
relation existed, but at the most, a 
mere suspicion. It is conceivable that 
the American Telephone & Telegraph 
Company might have considered that, 
as to some of the ible uses of the 
telegraphone, the legraphone Com- 
pany would be a rival of the American 

elephone & Telegraph Company. It 
was urged that such rivalry in a 
marked degree would exist with the 
supposed use of the telegraphone in 
connection with the radoi and per- 
ga ne one or two other ways.”

Engineer Commissioner May 
Propose Greater Restric- 
tion on Traffic. 


CAPT. WHITEHURST SEES 
MOVEMENT IN STRUCTURE 


Only 3 Passengers Allowed on 
Bus; Others Are Forced 
to Walk Across. 


The south abutment to Chain Bridge 
has suffered further deterioration. Col. 
William B. Ladue, Engineer Commis. 
sioner, made its condition the occa- 
sion for his first trip of inspection. 
With his assistant, Capt. H. C. White- 
hurst, he went over it long and care- 
fully Sunday afternoon. Yesterday he 
said: 

“IT am not quite prepared to say what 
we will do about it. Existing regula- 
tions will not be modified. If any 
change is made it will be in the way 
of. greater restriction to further safe- 
guard traffic. I may be able to make 
recommendations to the other Com- 
missioners tomorrow.” 

Capt. Whitehurst said: 

“Since the Bridge Department made 
its first report on the present condition 
of Chain Bridge, another report has 
followed and it was because of that 
that Col. Ladue and I went to see the 
bridge. One more crack has appeared 
in the upstream wing wall of the south 
abutment and there has been a little 
movement in the first span of the 
bridge. In my opinion the movement 
has not been enough to be alarming. 
The additional crack might be thought 
to indicate a bulge outward of the 
abutment wall, but I do not think so. 
The crack is narrow and I could dis- 
cern no bulge nor any movement of 
the span on the pins.” 


Structure Is Guarded. 


In the meantime the bridge depart- 
ment has a man at the bridge every 
day. He inspects the entire structure 
daily. He is not an engineer, but an 
engineering inspection hag been of- 
dered twice monthlys The bridge de- 
partment has ordered that the bridge 
be closed if the water ever reaches 5 
feet above normal level. This would 
bar traffic before the water reached the 
cracks in the abutment on the Vir- 
ginia side. 

Policemen are kept at the approach 
on the District side and guards on the 
Virginia side constantly. They are 
causing all vehicles to stop before en- 
tering upon the structure and to cross 
slowly. They are preventing vehicles 
of gross weight more than 8,000 pounds 
from crossing. The authorities are 
especially anxious that no solid-tired 
heavy trucks cross, with consequent 
vibration. 

These regulations are working ® 
hardship on the patrons of the Virginia 
Transit Co., which runs a motorbus line 
from Washington to Fairfax. The com- 
pany operates two buses, one them 
weighing 6,500 and the other 7,500 
pounds unloaded. The policemen will 
let the small one carry only seven and 
the other only three passengers over 
the bridge. Any in excess of that num- 
ber have to alight and walk. 


Protest Is Overruled. 


The bus company filed a protest yes- 
terday with the Public Utilities Com-~- 
mission and asked if the regulation 
could not be lifted as far as their buses 
are concerned. The request was re- 
ferred to Capt. Whitehurst, who re- 
fused it. 

In its original report the bridge de- 
partment recommended that the bridge 
be closed at once. The report said that 
when it collapsed it would so.so with- 
out warning. The gtructure carries the 
water mains that are to supply Arling- 
ton County, Va., with District water 
from the Dalecarlia reservoir. , 

Capt. Whitehurst did not take as se- 
rious a view of the hazard and recom- 
mended the present restrictions on 
traffic. The Commissioners supported 
his view, but that was before*the ar- 
rival of Col. Ladug. The latter would 
not state yesterday whether he will 
agree with Capt. Whitehurst or the 
bridge engineer, David E. McComb.
